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Town centre development delay 
blamed on wet summer weather 


THE wet and windy 
weather of recent months 
has been blamed the 
£100m redevelopment of 
Dorchetser town centre 
being delayed. 

The main square at the 
Brewery Square develop¬ 
ment in Dorchester was set 
to open in October, but this 
has been delayed until 
March next year. 

Waterhouse Resolution 
Property said cranes had 
not been able to operate in 
recent high winds. 

It added this had not de¬ 
layed the overall project. 

Among the approved 
proposals for the develop¬ 
ment is the conversion of 
the 130-year-old former 
brewery building into a 
hotel and spa, and homes. 

The grade II listed brew- 
house will be transformed 
into a 52-bedroom hotel 
and there are also plans for 


shops, a theatre and an ice 
rink. 

Andrew Wadsworth, di¬ 
rector of Waterhouse Res¬ 
olution Property, described 
the delay as "short". 

"Having been working 
on the scheme for 10 
years, it's a blink," he said. 

He added that Dray 
Horse Square Yard, oppo¬ 
site the entrance to the 
market car park on Wey¬ 
mouth Avenue, would 
open at the end of October 
and includes a new cinema 
and restaurant. 

Mr Wadsworth said the 
whole scheme was "on tar¬ 
get" but he was unable to 
give a completion date be¬ 
cause it was a "rolling pro¬ 
gramme". 

West Dorset District 
Council gave the go-ahead 
for phase 2b of the Brew¬ 
ery Square scheme in 
Dorchester in April this 
year. The development 
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will create a cultural quar¬ 
ter, including a hotel, 
shops, restaurants, a the¬ 
atre, fountain and ice rink. 

The 12-strong develop¬ 
ment committee voted 
unanimously in favour of 
the former Dorchester 
Brewery site plans. Among 
the approved proposals is 
the conversion of the 130- 
year-old former brewery 
building into a hotel and 
spa, and homes. 

The Grade II listed brew- 
house will be transformed 
into a 52-bedroom hotel 
and 17 apartments. New 
homes and shops will also 
be built on the site. 

Phase one of the scheme, 
which is now complete, in¬ 
volved the construction of 
a new health centre and the 
redevelopment of the old 
Eldridge Pope building 
into shops and apartments. 
Phase two, now due for 
completion in March 2013, 
includes a new cinema on 
Brewery Square.

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SERENNA DAVIES was born and raised in south 
Dorset before training as a nurse in Oxfordshire 
where she lived for nearly 30 years. 

After a spell in London she moved back to 
Dorset five years ago where she became involved 
with the Love Learning classes in Bridport. 

The 57-year-old now works for charities sup¬ 
porting bereaved families and vulnerable young 
people as well as offering a counselling service 
from her home near Winterbourne Steepleton. 

The mother of two grown-up daughters is 
about to launch a series of Bridport-based work¬ 
shops focusing on life skills. 


■ WHAT made you start this type of workshop? 

I felt it would be a good idea to offer workshops for the 
community on issues that most of us find challenging 
and where there is not a lot of support. I have been learn¬ 
ing Italian through Love Learning at the OliveTree restau¬ 
rant for a year now and have been very impressed with 
the teaching and what they offer. 

■ WHO can benefit? 

Parents wanting to learn more about parenting. Children 
of all ages (including teenagers) wanting help with spe¬ 
cific issues or wanting support with these challenging 
years. Anyone who has suffered the loss of a loved-one 
and wants to meet people in the same situation and gain 
support and information on the grieving process. Any¬ 
one who has been struggling to lose weight and would 
like help with confidence and self-esteem issues while 
discussing why we comfort-eat and can't say no to some 
foods. Anyone who has recently retired and is finding it 
quite hard and is maybe feeling quite lonely. Anyone 
who is struggling with their work/life balance. Most peo¬ 
ple know things have to change but they can't see how. 

■ WHAT can people expect from one of your work¬ 
shops? 

The workshops will be relaxed and supportive. They will 
be interactive and we will work in pairs and groups. Par¬ 
ticipants will learn more about the subject being offered 
and they will get some ideas to help deal with the issues 
that they have come to discuss. The two-hour sessions 
will include a short break for drinks and home-made 
cookies. 

■ IS LIFE more complicated today compared to days 
gone by? 

I don't think life is more complicated, it's just different. I 
think we are all more open to accept that life changes 
and experiences are extremely challenging and most of 
us have not had the training to deal with them. We are 
more likely now to seek out a counsellor or therapist and 
accept advice and support. We also are more open to try¬ 
ing to get our needs met and not live our lives in sacrifice. 
Many men are resistant, but I find that they find sessions 



extremely helpful and start looking at things in a differ¬ 
ent way. 

■ ARE there experiences that have changed the way 
you approach life? 

I have experienced divorce and the death of family mem¬ 
bers and close friends. I have started a new life in London 
and now back in Dorset. The experiences have made me 
stronger, more positive and have made me feel very 
grateful for the life that I have. I now live in the moment 
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and enjoy life to the full. 

■ SPORTS psychologists have been in the news dur¬ 
ing the Olympic Games. Can counselling really im¬ 
prove sporting performance? 

Counselling can definitely help performance. Most of us 
believe that we are not good enough, do not have what 
it takes to succeed. Working on our blocks can help enor¬ 
mously. Psychology of Vision worked with one of the 
crews on the Round the World Yacht Race. They ended 
up being the only crew that stayed together throughout 
the race and they did really well too. 

■ WHAT made you start learning Italian? 

I love Italy and have been to Tuscany, Bologna, Venice 
and Sicily. Languages don't come easily to me but I have 
persevered, helped by great teaching at Love Learning 
in Dorset. I think it is important to make the effort when 
we go to other countries. We Brits assume that everyone 
can speak English. 

■ YOU come from a family with some history in Wey¬ 
mouth. Is family history something that interests 
you? 

My family has Weymouth's oldest established business - 
IJ. Brown and Sons which opened in 1882. My family pro¬ 
duced the first qualified optician in the west country and 
my father was the first to fit contact lenses in Dorset. It is 
believed that my ancestor Sir John Brown traded in silk 
and was an admiral in Elizabethan times at the time of 
the Armada. I like history generally. Recently I have been 
learning more about the lost village atTyneham, where 
the families were evacuated during the war and were 
never allowed to return. It is a very sad story and seems 
very unfair. The MOD still own and use the land. 

■ IF YOU could run a workshop attended by anyone 
living or dead, who would be in it? 

Judi Dench, Rowan Atkinson, Julie Waters and Michael 
McIntyre. It would be hilarious. We would spend most of 
the time laughing. 

■ WHAT three new skills would you bring to a desert 
island? 

Fishing, lighting fires and being alone.

Gas safety guidlines for homes 


DURING Gas Safety week, Sep¬ 
tember 10th to 16th, Dorset Fire and 
Rescue Service reminded local res¬ 
idents that a carbon monoxide de¬ 
tector is just as important as a 
smoke alarm. 

Carbon Monoxide (CO) is a 
colourless, odourless, tasteless, poi¬ 
sonous gas produced by the incom¬ 
plete burning of carbon based fuels 
including gas, oil, wood and coal. 
Sources of the gas can include cook¬ 
ers, heaters and fire places. Carbon 
Monoxide poisoning kills 40 people 
and injures and further 300 every 


year in the UK. 

Linzi Holt, head of prevention at 
Dorset Fire and Rescue said: “Car¬ 
bon Monoxide is extremely poison¬ 
ous and does kill. Fitting an 
approved CO alarm in your home 
will give you an early warning.” 

She added: “The most common 
symptoms of CO poisoning include 
headaches, dizziness, tiredness and 
nausea. These symptoms are often 
mistaken for flu, viruses of even 
food poisoning.” 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service 
has some simple messages for pre¬ 


venting CO poisoning in your 
home: 

• Make sure appliances are in¬ 
stalled and maintained by a profes¬ 
sional 

• Keep chimney flues free from 
blockages and ensure your home 
has enough ventilation and airbricks 
are not blocked. 

• Fit and regularly test a Carbon 
Monoxide alarm approved to BS 
EN 50291 

• If your alarm activates, or you 
suspect Carbon Monoxide, evacu¬ 
ate.

BOSSES at the health trust 
which runs Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital have defended their deci¬ 
sion to join the South West 
consortium which is looking to 
restructure pay and conditions 
for staff. 

Trust chairman Jeffery Ellwood 
has told governors that in three 
years hospital finances face 
“going over a cliff’. 

“When your costs exceed your 
income you are in trouble,” he 
warned. 

Staff at the hospital are angry 
that membership of the consor¬ 
tium will result in a lowering of 
their pay, holiday entitlements and 
other benefits. 

They have warned that any at-

tempt to move away from nation¬ 
ally agreed NHS terms will cause 
recruitment problems and ulti¬ 
mately lead to worsening services 
for patients. 

A petition has been circulating 
calling on the Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital NHS Foundation Trust to 
pull out of the South West Pay, 
Terms and Conditions Consor¬ 
tium. 

Hospital pharmacist Martin 
Shepherd has said he and col¬ 
leagues were disappointed that the 
Trust had gone ahead and joined 


the Consortium without any prior 
discussion with local union mem¬ 
bers. 

“This and the nature of the work 
of the Consortium have under¬ 
mined the trust the staff have in 
the management of the hospital 
and has created undue anxiety for 
the hospital’s dedicated work¬ 
force.. .whatever the causes of the 
financial difficulties the NHS is 
currently experiencing, the re¬ 
wards paid to staff are in no way 
over generous or unreasonable.” 

Proposals being considered by 
the Consortium include reduced 
annual leave, additional working 
hours, a reduction in unsocial 
hours payments and withholding 
automatic increments for time 


served. 

Director of workforce and 
human resources at the County 
Hospital Mark Power told Gover¬ 
nors that with around 3,000 staff 
and an annual pay bill of £94mil- 
lion it was felt that tackling rising 
staff costs at a time of declining 
income was key to maintaining 
services into the future. 

He said that the work of the 
Consortium was about protecting 
as many jobs as possible. 

Mr Power said that membership 
of the Consortium did not bind the 
Tmst to any conclusions it might 
come to and the Tmst would ulti¬ 
mately make its own decisions lo¬ 
cally on pay and conditions.

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Yacht broker is 
ordered to pay 
back the VAT

A DORSET yacht broker, who charged VAT on the 
sale of six luxury motor boats worth £1.6m but 
then failed to pay the money to HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC), has been ordered to pay back 
the proceeds of his crimes or face a further jail 
term. 

At Bournemouth Crown Court on Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 7th, James Maxwell Williams from Dorch¬ 
ester, was ordered to pay £219,255 or face another 
30 months in jail. 

Richard Meadows, assistant director for criminal 
investigation, HMRC said:"We are determined to 
bring criminals like Williams before the courts; not 
only to see them sentenced, but also to remove 
the proceeds of their crimes. 

"Anyone with information about cigarette smug¬ 
gling should call the Customs Hotline on 0800 59 
5000 or email customs.hotline@hmrc.gsi.gov.uk." 

James Maxwell Williams, a self-employed land¬ 
scape gardener and previously a director of Fair¬ 
line Dorset Limited, was jailed in March for three 
years and disqualified from being a company di¬ 
rector for five years. 

He was found guilty on six counts of cheating 
the public revenue. 

The fraud amounted to £237,701.90, based on 
the total VAT inclusive price for the motor cruisers 
of £1.6 million.

A LEVELS ARE BACK! Students and staff 
at Weymouth College celebrated an¬ 
other year of excellent A Level results, 
they were collected by students at the 
College on Thursday 16th August 
where successes were shared with tu¬ 
tors and friends made at the College. 

Student Alex Gough received an A* in 
Maths, Further Maths and Physics, and 
an A in Chemistry; as well as a B grade 
for an extended research project. Alex 
was home-schooled by his mum be¬ 
fore choosing Weymouth College to 
study his A Levels. Alex said: "I've really 
enjoyed the learning environment 
here at College, the lecturers are really 
inspiring." Alex is planning to complete 
his degree with the Open University. 

Anastasia Murphy gained great re¬ 
sults and secured her place at Brighton 
University from September to study in¬ 
ternational events management. Dur¬ 
ing her time at College, she has 
appeared live on the TV programme 
'Question Time' and organised a visit 
for Local South Dorset MP, Richard 
Drax to talk to the students. 

Weymouth College Principal, Liz 
Myles said of the College's achieve¬ 


ments: "These results are a testament 
to the students' efforts, brilliant teach¬ 
ing and learning; as well as supported 
students.The College offers additional 
opportunities to learners who need it 
most and this is a fantastic demonstra¬ 
tion of how good learning at Wey¬ 
mouth College, really is." 

A year ago, A Levels were withdrawn 
from the College and principal Liz 
Myles would like students, businesses 
and members of the community to 
know; there will be a re-instated pro¬ 
gramme of about 15 A Levels from 
September 2012 and a programme of 
over 30 from September 2013. 

One hundred per cent of Weymouth 
College A Level students who had ap¬ 
plied were offered a place at university 
for the second successive year com¬ 
pared to 52% nationally. For the last 
four years, Weymouth College has had 
99% and above pass rates for A Level 
students. Nearly 18% of Weymouth 
College students (compared to 8% na¬ 
tionally) studying A Levels this year 
have been offered a place at a 'Russell 
Group' university who are committed 
to the highest levels of academic ex¬ 


cellence in both teaching and re¬ 
search. 

Whereas 6th form schools tend to 
only accept GCSE grades A and B as en¬ 
trance to A Level programmes, Wey¬ 
mouth College accepts students with 
grades A-C with the exception of Sci¬ 
ence and Maths. Many of these GCSE 
grade C students go on to achieve A 
and B grades at A level and get into 
prestigious universities; this achieve¬ 
ment is not a standard outcome but is 
accomplished due to the high level of 
personal guidance and support pro¬ 
vided by the College staff. 

Weymouth College is currently offer¬ 
ing A Levels in a range of subjects, in¬ 
cluding: English Language, English 
Literature, Maths (Pure and Mechan¬ 
ics), Business Studies, Biology, Psychol¬ 
ogy, Geography, Physics, Law, Religious 
Studies, History and Government and 
Politics.

Dr Who 
dinosaur in 
Dorchester 

DR Who recently saw the Doctor once again meeting 
an old rival - the dinosaurs - in the latest BBC series. 

Nearly 40 years ago in 1974 the then Doctor fought 
off the dinosaurs in "Invasion of the Dinosaurs". In 
this episode from the archives The Doctor and his as¬ 
sistant Sarah Jane Smith return to London and foil a 
plot by a few scientists and members of UNIT to 
bring dinosaurs through time. One of the life-size re¬ 
constructions of the dinosaurs used in the original 
series is on display in the Dinosaur Museum in 
Dorchester. 

Tim Batty the museum's curator and a life-long fan 
of Dr Who said, "the reconstruction is of a Cory- 
thosaurus and it was designed so that a person can 
get inside and make the dinosaur walk, and operate 
its arms and head. The Corythosaurus has been af¬ 
fectionately named as 'Dina' by the Dinosaur Mu¬ 
seum team and her many fans, and on special 
occasions she still goes on 'walkabouts'. 'Dina' is a 
part of television history with a real Dr Who pedi¬ 
gree. In 1974 the Doctor was only in his third regen¬ 
eration, and was played by actor John Pertwee." 

The Dinosaur Museum has re-established its links 
with Dr Who by working with the official Dr Who Ad¬ 
ventures magazine that accompanies the series. It 
has teamed up with the magazine to offer prizes for 
a special Dr Who and the Dinosaurs competition ap¬ 
pearing in this week's magazine.

SCRUM DOWN - RUGBY ROUND-UP

Good win for reshuffled Dorchester 1 st XV 


ON another match day during which the 
water carriers were very much in evi¬ 
dence, I made the short journey to Brid¬ 
port to watch them open their league 
programme a week late, with a game 
against the newly promoted Oakmedi- 
ans second side. 

The Brewery Field was due to stage 
two fixtures on Saturday but, on my ar¬ 
rival, I found that Ellingham & Ringwood, 
Bridport second side's opponents had 
conceded. 

BRIDPORT 29 OAKMEDIANS 2nd 0 

Although a breeze blowing down the 
ground threatened to make life difficult 
for the lineout throwers, other condi¬ 
tions were ideal for Bridport's first 
league game of the season. The home 
side had the advantage of the breeze in 
the first half and certainly looked the 
more likely outfit in the first fifteen min¬ 
utes. 

They turned over possession on a couple 
of occasions and spread the ball wide on 
their opponents' twenty five but failed 
to convert half an overlap on the right, 
and the chance was lost.The visitors did 
not clear effectively however and con¬ 
ceded a free kick from a crooked feed at 
a set scrum in front of their posts. Brid¬ 
port tapped and went and lock forward 
Sean Stewart galloped over halfway out. 
Out half Wes Lewis added the extras to 
give his side a 7-0 lead at the end of the 
first quarter. 

The home side were winning the territo¬ 
rial game hands down at this stage and 
they increased their lead some five min¬ 
utes later when Oakmedians lost control 
of their ball at a lineout inside their 
twenty five, knocked the ball back, and 
Pibworth was first to react. He got over 
some ten yards in from touch. Lewis 
judged the breeze well to convert from 
out wide and Bridport now led 14-0 with 
the game approaching the half hour 
mark. 

The visitors were not protecting their 
own ball as well as they should have 
done and the home side were prosper¬ 


ing as a consequence. Oakmedians did 
come more into the game, territorially 
speaking in the final minutes of the half 
although it was the home side who had 
the final chance. Their penalty goal at¬ 
tempt went wide however and was the 
final kick of the half. While I thought 
Bridport were good value for their 14 
point lead, their opponents were far 
from done and would have the benefit 
of the wind throughout the second pe¬ 
riod. 

The second half was scant minutes old 
when a melee developed around the 
visitors' twenty five and, after the referee 
had sorted matters without resorting to 
cards, the action in the next ten minutes 
was rather desultory. At that juncture 
Bridport pushed their opponents off 
their own ball at a set scrum close to 
their posts, won the penalty and Lewis 
kicked the goal. The ensuing few min¬ 
utes was the visitors' best period. 

They forced a succession of penalties 
close to the home line and I though the 
home side were really in yellow card 
country before they finally turned over 
possession and kicked clear. With fifteen 
minutes left however, Bridport prop 
Bobby Watts went down with a back in¬ 
jury that was considered to be serious 
enough to not move him, and the game 
was concluded on the adjoining pitch. 
The game had really lost its shape at this 
stage but, after an inconclusive five min¬ 
utes it was the home side that finished 
the stronger, although they were fortu¬ 
nate to survive a charge down in their 
own twenty two.

WEYMOUTH were unlucky not to get 
something from this Evo-Stik League 
Premier Division match against high- 
riding Hemel Hempstead Town at the 
Bob Lucas Stadium.
